s.o. 788(E).— Whereas the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary 
to appoint a Commission of Inquiry for the purpose of making an inquiry into 
definite matters of public importance, namely, (i) coming up of unauthorised 
colonies/constructions in National Capital Territory of Delhi after March 31 , 





[FTT II—Tarrg 3(jj)] 
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1993 and (ii) illegal constructions, irrespective of the date, in the agricultural 
green belt of the aforesaid Territory including Sainik Farm, which have seriously 
undermined the objective of planned development of Delhi and caused severe 
strains on the civic infrastructure and also lowered the general quality of life of 
the inhabitants. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the 
Commissions of Inquiry Act, 1952 (60 of 1952), the Central Government hereby 
appoints a Commission of Inquiry, headed by Mr. Justice G.T. Nanavati, a 
retired Judge of the Supreme Court of India. 



a) To inquire into the circumstances and the manner in which unauthorised 
colonies have come up in the National Capital Territory of Delhi after March 31, 
1993, despite the resolve of the Government and its various agencies and local 
authorities that no such unauthorised colony would be countenanced; 


b) To identify and fix responsibility of the individual or groups of 
individuals or public servants who have caused or aided or abetted or in any way 
connived at the setting-up of these colonies or their growth, in violation of laws 
on the subject, including the civic and revenue laws and planning and zoning 
regulations and building bye-laws,etc.; 

c) To identify and fix responsibility of public servants who have failed to 
take effective action to check violations of the aforesaid laws or in any way 
showed negligence or laxity in discharge of their duties and obligations. 


II. 


Sainik Farm and other illegal 



a) To inquire into the circumstances and the manner in which, irrespective of 
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the date, Sainik Farm, ‘an unauthorised affluent colony’, and other illegal 
constructions have come up, in violation of civic and revenue laws, including 
zoning regulations, building bye-laws and planning norms; 

b) To identify and fix responsibility on the individual or groups of 
individuals or public servants who have caused, aided or abetted in coining up of 
Sainik Farm and other illegal constructions in the agricultural green belt. 


III. Connected Issues 

To look into ail the connected issues and recommend measures/steps 
which need to be adopted to secure effective implementation of laws on the 
subject and check coming up of such unauthorised coloni'es/constructions in 
future. 


Time-frame 

The Commission shall submit its report to the Central Government within 
six months from the date of its first sitting.
